“The country is about entering upon an- 
other struggle for the protection of the 
rights and the promotion of the interests of 
the laborer and producer, which is, in my 
judgment, of even more moment than the 
first. I have been surprised that the issue 
has been so long delayed. The fight ought 
to have been forced years ago on the line 
of absolute and unqualified free coinage of 
gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, with- 
out ard to the action of England or any 
other foreign power.

Commenting upon this Mr. Jermingan 
says: “It certainly cannot be expected that 
the consumption of foreign fabrics will at- 
tain to the level r~corded when the exchange 
was high unlése™.e gold value of silver im- 
proves and tael prices are thereby reduced 
to rates within the means of Eastern con- 
sumers. It is true that the imports show an 
increased value of 10,740 taels over 1893, but 
in a great measure the value of these was 
8 by the further appreciation of 
gold.

NEW YORK, May 17.—George W. Peck, 
recent Democratic Governor of Wisconsin, 
is at the Holland House.

Chili’s Currency. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17.—The text 
of Chili’s currency conversion bill as passed 
by both houses of Congress has. been re- 
ceived here. It provides for specie payments 
from June 1, 1895—two weeks hence—and 
as both metals are to be utilized, the change 
promises to have an important effect upon 
the world’s supply of the money metals. 
The President of Chili is empowered for 
the term of three years to coin $10,000,000 of 
silver. All of the proceeds from the sale of 


the purchase and coinage of silver. Three 
gold coins of $20, $10 and $5 are also pro- 
vided for. The silver dollar is to weigh 20 
grams and is to me 8365-1.000 fine. Silver is 
not a legal tender above $50, except to the 
Government, where it is recelved as gold. 
The Government mint is also directed to 
exchange for gold the silver .dollar pre- 
sented to it with that object. The act 
also provides a system of bank currency, 
guarant by the Goverhment and re- 
2 y the Government if the bank 
ailed. a b a

SEATTLE, Wash., May 17.—United States 
Senator Cullom of Illinois in an interview 
to-day said he was in nofsense a candidate 
for the Presidency, but admitted that he 
would ee it if it were Offered him. He 
expressed mself as believing that the 
tariff 3 and not the money question 
would the leading issue of the national 
election, 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, who 
arrived here last night, was interviewed on 
Presidential possibilities. He favored Reed, 
but thinks McKinley or Allison will be nom- 
inated. If the Allison and McKinley forces 
are so evenly divided as to prevent the nom- 
ination of either, a dark horse, probably 
Senator Cullom, will be nominated. Senator 
Gallinger says that he considers Harrison 
out of the race. Senator Gallinger is on the 
coast for pleasure and will visit Alaska be- 
fore returning East.

Committee's Report to the Pres- 
byterian Assembly. 


RESOLUTIONS RECOMMENDED 


The Effort to Secure the Adoption of 
the Assembly's Plans Should 
Be Continued. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 17.—The en 
assembly of the Presbyterian Church open- 
ed to-day's session with divine service, and 
the first business meeting was largely at- 
tended in anticipation of the report of the 
Committee on Control of Seminaries, which 
is one of the principal subjects to come be- 
fore the assembly. 1 

Dr. W. L. McEwan of Pittsburg, for the 
Committee on Arrangements, delivered an 
address of welcome. He spoke of the synod 
of Pennsylvania being the’ largest in the 
church and aliuded to the fact that it has 
more members, sends out mgre missionaries 
and contributes more money for their sup- 
port than any other Presbyterian synod. 
He then presented the moderator with the 
gavel made from wood from the Holy Land. 
Moderator Booth responded, accepting the 
gavel with a pleasing address. The business 
of the session was then taken up and the 
standing committees were announced as 
far as they have been made up. , 

When the report of the mmittee on 
Seminary Contrel was announced every 
commissioner was in his seat and there was 
great interest manifested, as no one was 
given any idea beforehand as to the nature 
of the report, which was read as follows by 
the slated clerk: :

HABEAS FOR HIS VICTIMS. 
Gov. Johnson and Attorney Blair Will 


Not Recognize the Wife and Child 
Murderer’s New Whim. 


Dr. Arthur Duestrow, millionaire, isn’t 
the most desirable client in the world, eVen 
though he has a certifieate of sanity signed 


by twelve of his peers. 

Gov. Johnson and Attorney James L. Blair 
found that out when they called on the 
wife and child murderer to induce him to 
sign a check for the $6,000 they advanced be- 
tween them for expert testimony. 

Duestrow flew up and berated them sound- 
ly. He denounced the insanity investigation 
at Union and accused them of misma ng 
his case. He wound up by discharging them 
both and bluntly tell them to go where 
the climate is perpetually torrid, saying he 
had no use for lawyers. 

To show them just how little use they 
were to him he told them he had written a 
letter to Judge Hirzel demanding the issu- 
ance of a writ of habeas corpus for his 
wife and baby, and that when they were 
produced he would be liberated. 

Gov. Johnson tried to impress on his 
cient the necessity of preparing for the 
murder trial and informed him that as the 
jury at Union had declared him sane his 
checks would now be honored. 

“You can go to —— before I write you 

any checks,” said Duestrow. This murder 
trial is a farce.

THE “SOUND MONEY” CAT. 


_According to official announcement the 
object of the Memphis convention, which 
has been heralded as a sound money” 
convention, is to discuss “sound money 
and better banking facilities.” 

The cat is out of the bag. 

The convention is not to be a gather- 
ing of public spirited men for the purpose 
of devising -and supporting a financial 
policy which will conserve and promote 
the best interests of the whole people, 
but a meeting of bankers and their 
friends to secure financial legislation de- 
signed to promote the interests of the 
banking business. 

But the linking of “sound money” as 
the phrase is interpreted in Wall street, 
and “better banking facilities” is a happy 
conjunction. The one is a comp!ement 
of the other. The object of the pluto- 
cratic elements opposing the coinage of 
silver and gold and the full use of both is 
to secure to the banks control of the cur- 
rency based on gold as the sole money 
of redemption. 

The triumph of the “sound money” 
campaign will not give the country sound 
money, but it will secure the best of 
facilities for the banking business. With 
a corporation credit currency eontrolled 
by the bankers based on a supply of 
gold so limited that it can be corhered 
by the bankers they will have extraor- 
dinary facilities to do a profitable busi- 
ness. , 

Secretary Carlisle should bear this in 
mind when he writes his Memphis 
speech. If he is not prepared to indorse 
a plan which gives the banks control of 
both the credit currengy and the money 
upon which it rests he will be out of place 
at the Memphis convention.

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A BIMETALLIC TRIUMPH. 


The adoption of Count Von Mirbach’s 
resolution in favor of, an international 
bimetallic agreement in the Upper House 
of the Prussian Diet by a majority of 
72 to 38 is the most significant event in 
relation to bimetallism that has occurred 
in Europe since the renewal.of the bi- 
metallic agitation. 

It is much more significant,than the 
previous action of the Reichstag, be- 
cause in that case Chancellor Hohenlohe 
assumed an attitude of benevolent neu- 
trality, but the resolution in the Diet 
was passed despite his active and open 
opposition. He made a speech protest- 
ing arvaingt its adoption. And it was 
bitterly opposed by the Governor of the 
Reichsbank. 

The form of the resolution makes the 
action still more significant, because it 
embodies a definite expression in favor 
of bimetallism and not only commits the 
Prussian Government to this financial 
policy, but requires it to take the initia- 
tive in securing an international confer- 
ence. It is a distinct triumph for bi- 
metallism in Germany. ; 

Wut the friends of bimetallism in this 
country will commit a great blunder if 
they permit themselves to be lulled 
into acquiescence with the plans of our 
gold monometallists by bfight pictures 
of Furope's easy conversion to a bi- 
metallic palicy.
